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(54) FACSIMILE EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the facsimile equipment that can confirm whether 
or not normal transmission is applied to an opposite terminal by reflecting an MDN 
(Message Disposition Notification) on a transmission result report after the end of 
communication. 

SOLUTION: In the facsimile equipment having an Internet function, a CPU 1 2 allows a 
plotter 5 to output a transmission result report that reflects message processing notice 
contents by a message processing notice function after a lapse of a prescribed time 
depending on counts of a clock circuit 9 after the end of communication from a 
communication control section 1 0.

(A) Relevance to claims 

The following is a translation of passages related to claims 
1, 7, 13, and 20 of the present invention. 

(B) A translation of the relevant passages 

[0022] Control operation examples will be explained next. 
With the present machine, the message sender makes an 
MDN request to the receiver via a server on the Internet, 
and the receiver transmits an MDN response to the original 
sender via a server on the Internet. 

[0023] Figure 2 is a flow chart showing a first control 
operation (corresponding to the invention of claim 1). An 
email message is sent (SI). If the communication with the 
server is successful (Yes in S2), an MDN response is 
awaited for a predetermined time using a clock circuit 9 
(S3). If the communication with the server has failed, the 
message is retransmitted for a specified number of times. 
After either a predetermined time has elapsed or an MDN 
response is received, the content is stored in the managing 
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area of the RAM 14 and prints a transmission result report 
on a plotter 5 (S4). 

[0024] A successful message transmission means that the 
message has been successfully transferred to the server. It 
does not necessarily mean the receiving terminal has 
successfully received the message. But, an MDN is a means 
to notify of a message processing status after successful 
delivery. In other words, it is a means to confirm the 
disposition of the message by the receiving terminal after a 
mail transmission. Therefore, using the MDN function, the 
safe receipt of the message by the recipient is confirmed 
when there is an MDN response from the receiving 
terminal. 
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
